OOVLESTOWN. 


November criminal court convened on 


Monday. There were so few cases on both 
the criminal and civil calendars that the 
two courts were combined. 
In the crimi- 


nal court District Attorney Shelly bad 
about fifteen oases ior trial and several of 
these were continued. In consequence the 
criminal business was finished by Tuesday 
noon. The following were the cases tried: 


Herbert Horn, charged with the larceny 


of about $20, the money of his grandfath- 
er, Henry Shupe, of Milford, was acquit- 
ted owing to lack of positive evidence. 


Clinton Myers, charged with stealing 


a pair of gold spectacles valued at $12, the 
property of bis cousin. Miss Sue Renshi- 
raer, ol Reigelsville, was convicted and 
sent to the county jail for six months. 


Edward McCuim, of Southampton, got 


three months in the county jail for disor- 
derly conduct. 


Andrew Dickinson pleaded guilty to fe- 


lonious entry, larceny and receiving stolen 
goods, having entered the house of Mrs. 
Elizabeth M. Magili in Solebury. He has 
a bad character and was sent to the peni- 
tentiary for four years. 


The cases of Mary Smith, charged with 


nuisance, and Dewari I'erri, charged with 
furnishing liquor to the woman, were tried 
together. 
The defendants were found in 


the road near Bristol, the woman very 
drunk. The woman was acquitted but had 
costs imposed and the man was convicted. 
He was sentenced to pay a fine of $50 and 
to undergo an imprisonment of 90 days in 
the county juil. 


Howard Gold, charged with larceny as 


bailee, was sent to the penitentiary for 
two years for the theft of a bicycle, which 
he had borrowed from John Baubausch, of 
Dyerstown, and sold. Gold has been in 
jail before. 


John Hunter pleaded gnilt' to felonious 


entry and larceny at the wharf warehoute 
in Bristol. 
A quantity of dry goods con- 


signed to Bristol merchants were found in 
the possession of Hunter, who is a fisher- 
man. He was sent to the county jail for 
one month and fifteen days, having been 
there two mouths awaiting trial. 


A case that attracted considerable atten- 


tion was that of the Commonwealth vs. 
Frank Deemer, proprietor of the Ottoway 
House, at Contieville, charged with fur- 
nishing liquor to people of known intem- 
perate habits. 
The prosecution grew out 


of the death of Samuel Young, of Doyles- 
town, who fell from his wagon and was 
killed while drunk. He was in comuany 
with one El wood Youells. Both were in 
the prohibited class. They had obtained 
something to drink at Deemer's but the 
defense was that Deemer did not know 
the habits of the men. Deemer was shown 
to have an excellent character as a land- 
lord. 
He was acquitted but had the costs 


imposed. 


Bucks county is to have another charit- 


able institution, this time located at 
Doylestown. The large mansion on East 
Court street known as the Shellenbeiger 
property, has been purchased by the Penn- 
lylvania Society for the Advancement of 
the Deaf and will be used as home for aged 
denf and dumb persons. 
The property 


will be prepared during the winter for the 
opening of the institution in the spring. 
The officers of the Society are R. M. Zieg- 
ler. President, 
and James A. Mclvaine, 


Secretary, both denf mutes who reside 
in Philadelphia. The purpose is to estab- 
lish a home where these aged and afflicted 
people may enjoy companionship. 
The 


property is well adapted for tho purpose. 
After it passed out of the hands of the late 
Mrs. J. Monroe Shellenberger, it was used 
as a school for a time, and finally became 
untenanted. 
While the building is in 


very fair condition the lane driveway and 
walk need attention, but it will not be an 
expensive thing to transform it into a 
very attractive home. The price paid was 
$6650. This project 'suggests that the 
county is now the home of quite a number 
of important schools and charitable insti- 
tutions. 


Another resident of Doylestown lost his 


life while driving along the highway on 
Thursday last in much the same fashion 
that Samuel Young was killed some weeks 
ago. 
The person in this case was Thomas 


McOarty, who met his death while haul- 
ing trolley rails near Plumsteadville. The 
wagon struck a. stone throwing McOarty 
from his seat and the heavy vehicle passed 
over his chest killing him almost instant- 
ly. An inquest was held to determine 
whether McOarty had been drinking, but 
here was no evidence to implicate any inn- 
keeper in this instance. The jury decided 
that death was solely due to accident. Mc- 
Cartywasan industrious man enjoying 
the respect of the community. He leaves 
a wife and three small children.

TULLYTOWR. 


Last Sunday at 4.30 
]>. in., Amos B. 


Headley died suddenly at his home here. 
The funeral services was held at his late 
residence at 11.00 a. m. today. The in- 
terrment was private. 


While engaged in conversation with some 


friends last Sunday afternoon, Mr. Head- 
ley excused himself and went to the sitting 
1-oom in the front of the house. 
Shortly 


afterwards, he fell unconscious to the floor, 
stricken with apoplexy. There was no pre- 
monition of the stroke. 
All that friendly 


help and medical skill could do availed 
nothing in keeping alive the spark of life 
almost extinguished by the shock and he 
passed quietly away in little more than two 
hours after the attack. Amos B. Head- 
lev was born in Tullytowwn March 30th, 
1812, his father being Thomas Headley, a 
life long resident of the county. 
After 


attending the public schools, he completed 
his education with a cuuise in Eastman's 
business college, Poughkeepsie, N. Y. In 
18(18 be started in the lumber business in 
the old mill that till a few years ago stood 
alongside Martin's Creek below the mill 
dam in this town. In the same year he 
was married to Emma T. Ivins, who, with 
their two daughters, Mrs. Harry Skirm, 
Jr., of Trenton, and Mrs. Stanford K. 
Runyan, of Bustol, survive him. 


After several years of successful effort, 


Mr. Hendley abandoned the lumber busi- 
ness to give his attention to his farms and 
various other enterprises in which he was 
interested, and till the day of bis death 
his time was quite fully occupied with the 
management of his attaii a. He had been 
Treasurer of the borough ever since it was 
organized and held the following other 
positions at the time of his death; Presi- 
dent of the Bristol Impiovement Co., 
President of the Bucks County Mutual In- 
surance Co., Secretary and and Treasurer 
of tne Cape May Land Co., Director of the 
William Penn Mutual building and Loan 
Association and Director of the Standard 
Fire Insurance Co., of Tienton. 


Mr. Headier was an active member of 


the Bristol Jodge of Masons. He was an 
active Republican leader in this district 
and, while never seeking office, was elec- 
ted nnd served one term as Jury Commis- 
sioner. 
At the time of his death, and for 


seven years previous, he had been one of 
the trustees of the State Hospital for the 
insane at Norristown. Amos B. Headley 
was prominently a man of the people, 
possessing the rare faculty of making 
friends with rich and poor, young and old, 
those in high station as well as lowly. 
There was a logical clearness in bis speech 
that lent a charm to his conversation and 
his keenness of observation and breadth of 
knowledge of affairs enabled him to con- 
verse intelligently with the judge on the 
bench, the merchant at his desk, the me- 
chanic at bis work, the operative in tlie 
mill, or the laborer in the field. His lib- 
eral education in the great "world school" 
together with his natural prudence and 
unswer\ ing integrity made him a man 
whose opinion was asked on eveiy \ariety 
of subject, and whose advice was sought 
by most of bis neighbors when in doubt 
as to wbat course to pursue in business. 
Experience had taught his neighbors and 
friends that those who followed his counsel 
generally had occasion to be thankful and 
that those who rejected it, almost invari- 
ably found occasion for regret. 
Absolute- 


ly honest himself, in his dealings with his 
fellows he exacted the same rugged virtue 
from them and while the great heart and 
kindly nature bore nomalice and the cheery 
smile and genial bearing gave no sign, 
one who had once played him false in 
business found that he must thereafter 
take his business elsewhere. This rigid 
uprightness in business affairs was the oc- 
casion of the belief, often expressed in- 
homely but expressive vernacular,, by those 
who knew him, that Amos Headley was a 
"square" man. And if he found you 
"square," as well, no man could be tound 
more willing to do you a favor, even at 
considerable personal inconvenience to 
himself and few there are in this commu- 
nity who can not recall some charitable 
act, some favor conferred, or »ome unos- 
tenaious display of kindly interest. 


Widly known and deeply interested as 


Amos B. Headley was in tho aifairs of 
Bucks county, his sudden and untimely 
taking off will leave a vacancy that can 
hardly be refilled, but in the wounded 
hearts of the members of his household 
and of the friends who were near and dear 
to him, there will ever remain the scars 
of the wounds occasioned by the sundering 
of those close bonds of love and friendship 
which drew his great heart to theirs. 
No 


man was ever more true to his family. 
No man was ever more loyal to his friends. 
And while the doleful music of the tolling 
bell will pass imi moment, it will be years 
before the throbbing, reverberating echoes 
of its dismal tones are hushed in the 
chambers of their memories. 


It will be regretted by the patrons of

ing will be a distinct loss to the town.

A Bit of History. 


NewportMllo, the Capital city of West 


Bristol township, has been a noted pluuo 
in other days. It was the district of the 
late Honorable Caleb N. Taylor, a founder 
of the Republican party, and one of its 
most noted leaders. 
Here also resided 


Thomas Baker, the famous bridge builder 
and architect. The covered bridge, which 
crosses the Delaware at Yardley, Pa., re- 


ains as a monument of his skill. Rich- 


ard Mitchell, the son-in-law of the late 
Thomas Baker, of this place, himself a 
distinguished architect and cabinet tnakei, 
had a fine steam engine which often ran 
until late hours in the night, manufactur- 
ing sash and doors, employing as high as 
20 to 30 men. 


Samuel and George Goslin, who first in- 


troduced to the farmers of this neighbor- 
hood mowing and reaping machines, did 
a thriving business, and employed a large 
number of hands, and were among tho 
most enterprising and respected citizens 
of this place. Samuel Goslin, tho junior 
member of the firm, at the advanced ago 
of 81 years still continues in the agricul- 
tural business. 


Tho late Garrett Vandegrjft, carpenter 


and builder, was noted for his excellent 
workmanship. 


John G. Hibbs kept the hotel (now Will- 


iam Savacool's), a noted public inn, where 
the diivcrs made their headquarters nhen 
the great herds of cattle were driven from 
Philadelphia lo New York through this 
town. 


Gen. 
Moreau, of Nuoleon's army, used 


to often drive down from Morrisville, and 
where he partook of tho famous drinks for 
which this place has been renowned, and 
was never so happy as when enjoying the 
company of friends in Bucks county. At 
the old grist-mill was parched huge quant- 
ities of corn, which was shipped on a shal- 
lop to Philadelphia where on account of 
its excellence, it found ready sale. 
The 


shallop sidled up the Neshaminy Creek to 
the mill close beside tho old covered 
bridge, which was swept away by the flood 
of July 17th, 18B5. 


Capt. John Fcnton's sloop used to bring 


supplies from Philadelphia, which were 
landed at the old store housewtmrf, now 
known as Grundy's wharf. 


It is a ah nine that navigation lias been 


so obstucted, owing to the want of applica- 
tion to Congress for n subsidy to dredge 
out the bars. Coal and manure

The Joyce mansion still standing is tho

THE SCHOOL TEACHERf VICTORY. 


A signal triumph ha» Juit been won by 


two Chicago school teachers over tho most 
powerful corporations of that city; fintl 
the more fully the details of the struggle 
bee >me known, tho more remarkable their 
vioiory appears. 


1 he appropriations for schools in Chi- 


cago have long been inadequate, and 
wh. never tho Board of Education needed 
$l,i«0,000 or $2,000,000 for any purpose, 
it lias been in tho habit of deducting it 
fro-n the teacher's salaries. 
A few years 


ngo, about 4000 of 6000 teachers in Chi- 
cago organized a Teacher's' Federation. 
Having reason to believe that the shortage 
of money was due to the fact that most of 
th( large corporations were evading their 
legal taxes, they 
apointod two young 


teachers, Mias Margaret Halcy^ and Minn 
Catherine Ooggin, n committee to inves- 
tigate. Then, as the Boston Journal of 
Education snys/'the battle royal began be- 
tw-en two little schoolmurms and all tho 
most powerful corporations and trusts 
thi state combined." 


The women's inquiries revealed a most 


extraordinary atate of things. Up to 1875, 
thi railroads of Illinois had been assessed 
an annual tax on their franchises. 
In 


1874, the assessment was $31,000,000; in 
1875, only $22,000,000; and from 1875 t< 
th.- present time, they have not been as- 
sessed at all. In 1874, the franchises of 
th' two little horse-car lines which Chica- 
go then had were taxed at $1,000,000; but 
in 1889, tho franchises of the 700 miles 


Tolford, Bucks county, has been in the 


papers an the "littlest" borough in East- 
ern Pennsylvania, the fnct that at the re- 
cent election only thirty votes were cast 
being stated. 
If Tclford is to be cited as 


a curiosity, Buck» county has another bor- 
ough even smaller than Tolford.

fought hard; they exhausted every re- 
source of ciasion and delay, they appeal- 
ed the case up from court to court; but 
the law was clear and the evidence of 
fiaud overwhelming, and the Supreme 
Court of Illinois has ruled that they must 


pay. 
Tho decision 
will add millions 


every year to tho 
revenue of Chicago. 


Hereafter there will be money enough to 
keep the schools open the full term, and 
pay tho teachers their salaries. All the 
other municipalities in Illinois »ill also 
profit by the decision. 


Historic Railroad Sold. 


Pursuant to notice the Kinkora, Colum- 


bus It Springfield railroad was sold at a 
public gale rocontly at Mount Holly. The 
Holders of tho bonds bought tbe road for 
$5,000. Tho bonds amount to $129,800. 
For n long time tho - net receipts, which 
wore the yearly rental, 
were insufficient 


to meet tbe Interest on the bonds. 


This was the third railroad built in the 


United States. 
It ran from Kinkora to 


Hanover Furnace, the latter being a re- 
mote section of tbe pines, where large iron 
interests abounded, and at the same time 
considerable gold was foud in the sand. 
The principal object of extending tbe road 
to Hanover was because it was thought 
that money could be made by carting 
wood and timber of that section to Kin- 
kora, which was a landing on the Dela- 
ware river for steamboats. 


There was much enthusiasm when the 


road was started aenonty-five years nsjo, 
and but little effort was necessary to raise 
the capital to put in operation what was 
then thought would oe the greatest rail- 
road in the country. It flourished for 
twenty-five years and then reverses in the 
receipts caused it to be closed out under 
the hammer of the sheriff. 
At that time 


there were only two other roads in the 
country—one running from Baltimore to 
Washington, and the Camden and Amboy. 


The management of this railroad was 


later assumed by five members of the So- 
ciety of Friends—Restore B. Lumb, Eayre 
Oliphant, Anthony Morris, John Black 
and Joseph Smith, mofjf 
of whom wit- 


nessed its recent sale. They raised the 
money and put it in operation. In the 
excitement of the moment they failed to 
provide a road bed that would curry the 
heavy weight of a locomotive and it was 
abandoned. 
Mule power was then used 


with great success. It took two mules 
one day to mane the trip with actir loaded 
with eight cords of wood. The traffic for 
passengers was not sought after, but once 
a we«k the people had the opportunity to 
taKe u trip in tt rudely constructed car, 
which was always well patronized. 


Failure followed the enterprise 
and 


when more capital was needed, John Black 
nod Anthony Morris agreed to bond the 
road if the stockholders would assign nny 
interest they might have in the road. This 
was agreed upon and the bonds floated 
Philadelphia, to the extent of $50,000. On 
account of unsuccessful management thif 
money only lasted for a short time, anc 
then the road went into bankruptcy and 
oreelosure, which precipitated a long 
awsuit. For many years the road was noi 
n operation. 
The Pennsylvain Ruilroat 


eased it, but only operated it for a short 
line, and it remained idle for many years 
n 1872 the Pennsylvania leased it to the 
Columbus, K'nkora and Springfield Rail 
road Company, which was unable to oper 
ate it successfully, hence the sale.

ARTISTIC BOOKBINDING. 


low tlie "ToolitiB" !• Done on ihe 


Leather Covers. 


Strange as it may seem to the ordinary 
eader, it is nevertheless a fact that 
here is no such thing as set or ready 
made designs for decorating leather bind- 
ngs and covers—that is, when the artist 
vho does the tooling ou these tine bind- 
ngs begins to work he has no drawn de- 
sign to go by. 
Each workman invents 


bis own ilesigu as he proceeds with his 
ask. 
Of course it sometimes happens 


hat a book has to be tooled exactly like 
[mother book except for the title, but as 
a general thing the artist follows his own 
'aucy ia designing the book in one of 
several general styles of tooling, all the 
details beiug left to his own judgment. 


"Toolinn," which is the technical term 


for the really artistic art of bookbinding, 
s done in the following way: After the 
pages have been sewed together, their 
edges trimmed and gilded, the pasteboard 
coTer put oa and the leather sides and 
sack put in place, the book is given to 
he "tooler," who clamps it' firmly into 
position in a vise very much like that 
.ised by carpenters. 
After the book is 


urmly in position, sizing Is put on the 
part to be tooled, and over this sheets of 
jold leaf are spread. 
Then the artist, 


or "tooler," takes a small type in the 
form of a flower, letter, scroll or what- 
ever figure he wants, and, after heating 
it to a certain temperature, he presses il 
down firmly on the gold leaf, thus actual 
ly burning the gold into the leather. 


Behind each workman is a sot of 


ihelves containing all the different types 
or stamps in use. "Under the place where 
csch tool belongs is a print of the type 
or stamps iu use. Under the place where 
each tool belongs is a print of the type 
itself made on white paper, pasted up noi 
only to mark the place, where each too 
should be, but also to euable the worker 
to make a ready selection of type and to 
prevent mistakes. Necessarily there are 
a great many of these types and a large 
raiige of designs, for they represent noi 
or.ly the alphabet in every style of letter 
but also every known flower in its con 
ventionalized form, as well as varioui 
sorts and sizes of scrolls and conveu 
tioual designs. 
This makes It an easier 


matter for the artist to design the cover 
of a book while be is actually engaged a 
work on it than at first seems possible. 


After the design is burned into the 


leather the paper is pasted into thi 
boards, and then, in the case of the one 
half and three-fourths bindings, the book 
is finished and ready to be packed am 
shipped to its destination. 


Nowadays it is no longer good form t( 


have the edges of the pages gilded on all 
three sides. That style is now very much 
behind the times and affects a book's 
value. Moreover, the price of a book de- 
teriorate!, very materially the minute its 
pages are cut. Whether this is the result 
of the gomi theory of contagion or not 
it ia undeniably true that the np to date 
young man would as soon think of giving 
a book with torn and dirty pages to a 
young woman as he would of presenting 
to her a book with the pages already cut. 
Of course this has naturally led to a 
marked change in the style ot gilding. It 
is almost a necessity to have tbe top of 
the pages gilded, for unless this were 
done the book would soon become soiled 
from the dust settling on it and, sifting 
down on the leaves, make them dirty 
and gritty to the touch. For this reason 
most of the fine books have only the up- 
per edges of their pages glided. This al- 
lows the dnst to settle on the top, whence 
it can be brushed off readily and yet 
makes it possible for the pages to be cut 
by the purchaser.—Brooklyn Eagle.

Some Suggestions and a Denial. 


Editor Gazette:—There are some sug- 


gestions which occur to the undersigned in 
connection with the arrangemens between 
the Town Council and the Railroad Com- 
pany, respecting the proposed "cut-off" 
thiough the westerly part of the borough 
which the writter considers worthy of very 
careful attention. 
The writer believes 


that it is good policy to permit corpora- 
tions to have reasonable privileges, but 
these ought not to be granted without 
carefully guarding not only the* public, 
but private interests, and he would most 
earnestly impress upon the members of 
the Council from the First and Second 
wards, that part of the town which fur- 
nishes fully two thirds of tho passenger 
traffic of the place, the great necessity of 
insisting that the bridge over the canal, 
where llio proposed new street will cross, 
should be a permanent one and not like 
those at Washington street and the avenue, 
which are expensive to maintain and often 
cause loss of time nnd temper.

Section l, Be it ordained and enacted by the

COST OF KEEPING CLEAN. 
GOT THEIR 7ASSES. 


was until recently an expensive article 
and a dear necessity. So important was 
it that the finding of salt wells in Chesh- 
ire, England, Drat brought the merchants 
of Europe into savage Britain and led to 
the civilization of the island. Tbe very 
phrase "worth his Bait" means worth his 
salary, and the word salary itself means 
"salt money." 


Because it was so important ancient | 


usage placed the saltbox in the middle of 
the table so that it might be within reach 
of all. The "gentles" sat above the salt 
and the "simples" below It. In the rega- 
lia in the Tower of London the saltcellar 
is one of "the most gorgeous pieces, being 
built like n castle of silver and heavily 
gilded. Such being the importance of the 
saltbox the upsetting of it was some- 
thing more than an accident. It was an 
event, and, being bad luck in itself, soon 
came to- be regarded as a sign of bad 
luck. 


Some trace the beginning of the super- 


stition to the picture of "The Last Sup- j 
per," by Leonardo da .Vinci, in which 
painting the saltcellar is represented as I 
overturned. But the superstition is older 
than the picture, and it was undoubtedly 
because of the superstition that Leonardo 
so depicted the salt in bis celebrated 
painting. 


To break a looking gloss is regarded in 


some households as a sure sign of death 
in the family. The superstition regarding 
the looking glass come about in this way. 
Before there were any poorhouses there 
were plenty of old women, poor and 
friendless and long past the age when 
tliey could make their living by manual 
labor. But they knew the world nnd the 
credulity and the passions of mankind. 
They also knew the herbs of the field and 
the garden which were possessed of me- 
dicinal viitues, and so between their 
knowledge of medicine and their knowl- 
edge of the human heart they managed to 
make a living by selling simple remedies 
for the body and dealing out advice, 
prophecies and spells for the mind. 


"If you have a proud foe to make 


tracks, if yon melt a rich uncle in wax," 
or if you had the stomach ache, all you 
had to do was to call in one of these 
"wise women," as they were termed. 
Sometimes the "wise woman" got too 
wise and was drowned or burned as a 
witch. Hers was a perilous business, but 
tht only one by which the poor old hag 
could make a living. If you wanted to 
get rid of an enemy in those days, you 
called in the local practitioner of witch- 
craft and told her your symptoms. Then 
she made a little image of wax or a rag 
doll, which was named from the person 
whom you desired to "get off the earth." 
Set the image by the fire, and as it melt- 
ed away so would your enemy or your 
rich uncle pine away and die. Stick pins 
in the rag doll, and the objectionable one 
would suffer the pains of "pins and nee- 
dles." Smash the doll to pieces, and the 
hated or superfluous one wouid meet 
with a violent and sudden death. 


Another school of witchcraft held that 


a surer way to sninsh an enemy was to 
break a looking glass into which the 
tinted one had just gnzed. It must be done 
before his image had vanished from the 
surface of the glass and with proper in- 
cantations, but was held to be more effec- 
tual than wax dolls and rag babies. Hence 
the superstition regarding the breaking of 
a looking glass. 


Why docs a horseshoe bring good luck? 


One explanation of the use of this prosaic, 
piece of ironmongery as a talisman is 
that the Russian peasants used to paint 
outside their doors a picture of the Bless- 
ed Virgin. The halo around the head 
they gilded. The rains and snows wash- 
ed off the paint eventually, but the gild- 
ing remained in the shape of a horseshoe, 
and the peasants regarded it with the 
same reverence as they had the whole 
picture. 
Fiom 
Russia 
the 
travelers 


brought stories of the peasants having 
horseshoes at their doors as a protection 
against evil fortune, and so the supersti- 
tion of the horseshoe spread over the 
world. 


The other explanation, and probably 


the true one, is that the symbol is of a 
far more ancient origin. The Greeks nnd 
the Romans v> ho pinned their faith to the 
goddess Diana used to wear as a symbol 
of their loyalty to the divine huntress her 
symbol of the crescent moon. As the 
ages rolled the crescent became n horse- 
shoe. One is at liberty to accept cither of 
these explanations or to reject b'oth of 
them, but whatever the origin of the be- 
lief in the horseshoe ns a portent of good 
luck, whether it be the symbol of the 
heathen goddess Diana or of the Chris- 
tian Virgin, there are hundreds of thou- 
sands of people throughout the world 
who would "never take the horseshoe 
from the door."
